Wroclav-ldeeskcwska Street Prlsoa 

•'’Ih the prison at Rc 1^ Ulica Kleckovska in Wroclaw there is a forced labor caap 
uhich envoys the pri ^«^rs. The average number of inaates is sbout 2000. More than 
half are considered ’political criainals*. The prisoners receive no payaents for 
their work* i Their wages go to pay the cost of their asiiatenance* This is a bad 
bargain, since the food is bad auid Inadequate azid the living conditions unhealthy* 

There is a serious spread of lung diseases aaong the prisoners. The only exception 
is the prison carpentry shops where the workers get snail cash wages.

**The central! adadnistration of €dl Warsaw labor camps is located in the Centralny 
0bo&. Pracy or C*0*P. This is also a transit camp for..ney prisoners, who spend a 
short time there before being assigned to one of the working csi^s* At the COP 
is the central hospital for all forced laborers in Varsaws

A state-oimed enterprise vhich 
vlshes to enpXoy forced labor met prepare the building site as if it vere part of 
a fOrcsd labor cami^ Is surround it with barbed vire and erect vateh*tovers for 
the guards. The edtbrprlse also prorides notor transport to take the prisoners 
daily to and froa wor k . 

On leaving and returning to the caap, the prisoxiers are subjected to a personal search. 

; .h« According to the existing regulatioas, a prisoner fulfilling i23i of the noraal 
none of work ; should get a red*ietlon of his sentence; ie, every day in which he 
has fulfilled ^2^ of bis work is the equivalent of tvo days of his sentence. The 
noma are high; For exauqple, Jtxe working nons jfor a bricklayer is to build 2.3 
Mters of wall in eight hours. Many aen work hurriedly and carelesslyi which 
results in a bad Job. there has been a general deterioration in the building industry 
due to such * speed «up* nethods of work. Actually the authorities have cheated wany 
prisoners in the ceLlculation of the reduction of their sentences. When the dates 
^coaie for a prisoner* s releasq he is frequently kept longer under all sorts of 
pretexts. The tendency to exploit the prisoners to the utnost is obvious.

13. **Every two weeks, the eaap regulations give all the prisoners the right to reesiwe 
visits fron their families. In practice, this regulation does not work well. There 
are no arrangeuents in the oanp to handle the influx on Sundays between and 

hpm« The visits can be held in one snail hut where two prisoners at a.tiae nay 
speak to their relatives through a double row of netting - with a spaea of nearly 
a yard in betwean<-attd tvo better trusted prisoners nay sit at a vide table facing 
their vieitorsk f 

The themticai half-hour visit depends on the caprice of the security ^guarde, who 
can shorten it to a few nlBUtes for a prisoner considered tuarsltAls* extend 
U for a 'trusted* prisoner. A prisoner can.be deprived 01 the rl^ to receive visits 
t.r several* weeks as a punishment for nlshehavlor. Some of the prisoners most work 
on BundUty* Some unlucky prisoners are not allowed to see a visitor for months. On 
the other band, discreet bribes often make things easier. Hcwevtr, regulatione to 
ite prisoners V advantage are only executed for those prisoners who eeioy a good 
opinion among the security network. A •bad^ prisoner, who Is coosidlfed politically 
unreliable, cahnot get an earlier release, although he has earned it{ cannot eee 
; his relatives even if they havs cone froa the other end of Poland to see himi and

**Barcsevo Prison «(Oerman* nsas: Warteaburg).

Barcsevo Is an old German prison^ located In a snail tcim In the Olssten district. 

The nuad>er of prisoners held there vas estimated in spring 1953 at about 1500. Over 
half are political prisoners. The priseeigis overcrowded. Five or six prisoners sleep 
In the former single cells. They sleep on mattresses on the floor. These 'eingle 
celled are used for prisoners with long sentences. The prisoners with short terms 
live in com mo n celle; some sleep in beds • as a rulsy two in one bed; some have to 
lie on the floor. These short «term prisoners vork in the prison workshops as car* 
penters and locksmiths. There is sdso a book»blndlng workshop used mainly for 
Comnunist Political literature.

**The working prisoners are more privileged t ha n the others, because they earn a little 
money with vhich they can shop in the prison canteen. They also receive a larger 
daily bread ralion*

"Forced labor caig) In Bytn is fairly new. its formation vas probably a direct 
result of the uxiderfulfillmtnt of production plans by the Dymltrov miM - former 
Centrum mine* in Bytom during 1951-52. The camp is near the mine and is administered 
by the I authorities of Bytom Prison. The number of inmates is about 1,200. They work 
, in the! mine in three dally shifts, and a great stress is laid on the fulfillment of 
stiff working norms* The prisoners are often kept at vork after their regular 
working hours, are ended.

23. "The Monteluppi Prison in Krakev :ias a separate section known as the *U1 prison', on 
the lover floor. In this section each cell has three •tiered bunks and each prisoner 
has a place to sleep.. On the hi^ier floors Is the general prison in which political 
and criminal offenders are mixed up in common cells. This part of the prison is so 
tvo Qv thrso usn must use one straw mattress on the floor. There is

l9<to Aiibo a concentration camp for Greek partisans charged with * bourgeois *net ion*"' 
elist* tendencies.: The camp is strictly guarded by the UB and KBtf. The whole 
site is surrounded with a high wire fencei vltli vetch *tofrers at the comers. The 
local Poles feel a great pity for the Greeks vho^ observed from afar, look half- 
starved and dressed in dreadful rags. But th^ suards al* attempts to 

approach or help the prisoners * It 1 * rumored tat th«! mortality rate In the eaap 
is high and that the pri««>v>*rs include vomen. It is also said that the first batch 
of inmates to arrive at Dnlvna vere anti-Coamunlsts caught by Communist partisans 
during the unrest in Greece and brou^t over to Poland to die by starvation and 
neglect. ' j ' ;

Gnidsiadt^ Prison : 

25* Grudsiadz is oln^ of the largest vomen* s prisons in Polt^nd. It is located at 
Ulica l-)SseJ Armii Vojska Polsklego. The average nvtaesr of inmates is 600-600. 

They are employed in various prison workshops. Their vork is badly paid. They 
have meagre fo^» iThe cells are overcrowded. It is estimated that a msjority 
pf these women prisoners serve sentences larger than three years, there is a certain 
percentage of eonson criminals, but the most comsKm offence is that of 'complicity* 
in economic or political crimes; which means that the prisoner's husband was charged 
with such a crime and she herself was isprisoned on the principle of collective 
family responsibility.

"The Sledice Prison is a nixed prison for nen and vonen. In late autusn 19^ the 
vonen's section iras enlarged. Many feaale political prisoners were hroui^t frtai 
Warsaw to serve thdr sentences there. The Sledice prison has a large tailoring 
workshop which nakes nalnly unlfoms for KBW officers. They arrive- at the prison 
already cut, and the Innates put then together. The workshop eaplys sone 150-200 
sea. There was an atte^ to ei^^ vonen too, but the work proved too hard for 

thesi and they were too slow. \

**At Vilkw in the Wroclav Tolvodahip there la a forced labor caaq^* The Ijumtea are 
ejiployed in aa Iron nine nearby. Thla nine la old and nearly exhausted* Thm 
Installationa and safety devices are rather ancient. Nothing nev is being dons to 
laprove the conditionsp as It Is not considered vorth irtille. The forced labor 
prisoners vork in the nine along side a certain nuaber of free ainersp with vhoa 
their relations are friendly. The total nuaber of inaates in the Vilkov Caap is 
about lOOOp all vith short sentences* There is a large percentage of amy soldiers 
and NCOS punished for offences against «Ulitary disciplixie. They are accoaao da ted 
aeparately and handled in a auc^ hsrtfkr ay than the other prisonerss” 
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
